PART III REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. This application has been examined. Claims 1-3, 6-8, 11-13, 16 and 17 are being 
allowed over the prior art of record. Prosecution on the merits is closed in this 
application. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches different ways of downloading data to an image 
processing apparatus. However the prior art of record fails to teach, or suggest the 
claimed limitations of (in combination with all other features in the claims), an image 
processing apparatus (method or computer program) receiving a resource data of a 
first response indicating that downloading of the resource data is not possible, 
and when said communication unit receives the download start request for the 
resource data from one of the plurality of information processing apparatuses 
and said determination unit determines that the received print lob does not exist 
in said storage unit, to control said communication unit to inform the one 
information processing apparatus from which said communication unit has 
received the download start request for the resource data of a second response 
indicating that downloading of the resource data is possible, wherein the 
resource data is downloaded from the one information processing apparatus to 
the image processing apparatus after the second response is informed from the 
image processing apparatus to the one information processing apparatus, as now 
amended to the independent claims.
